“Many Cars Have None at All,” 
Says Chamber Chairman, 


“BETTER DEVICE NEEDED" 


Public Safety Committee Plans: 


Change---‘We Are Complying With 
Law,” Says Glenn. 


Stirred to action by the accident of 
Saturday afternoon in which 5-year- 
old Theo Hoffman met his death under 
the grinding trucks of a street car on 
Grant street, and remembering he 
many similar accidents in the past, the 
public gafety committee of the cham- 
ber of commerce is preparing to wage 
@ campeign against the present sys- 
tem of fenders in use on the street 


cars of Atlanta. 

After making an investigation with 
the discovery, it is stated, that many 
of the cars that pass through the 
heart of Atlanta have no fenders at all 
and that others have entirely inade- 
quate ones, Chairman W. J. Lowen- 
stein, of the public safety committee, 
wrote a letter to President Wilmer L. 
Moore, of the chamber-of commerce, 
Monday afternoon urging that the 
board of directors of the chamber start 
action toward making the street car 
company provide fenders as prescribed 
by the law. 

Will Investigate Fenders. 


The committee itself, at its last 
meeting, discussed this very question 
and the members will now conduct a 
searching investigation of the fender 
system in use here, comparing it with 
the fenders and the laws relating 
thereto in other cities of the United 


States. The other members of the 


public safety committee are Porter 
Langston, Edwin R. Haas, Ben Lee 
Crew and W. Woods White. 

Atlanta’s city ordinance on the ques- 
tion reads as follows: “All electric 
railway companies operating a line or 
lines in the city of Atlanta shall pro- 
vide fenders or some life-saving de- 
vice in front of the truck or wheels of 
each car, and such fenders or device 

be of the best and most improved 
“to the end that tnjurtes to per~ 
sons -“@0e7i be prevented and human 
life préserved.” 
| Some Care Have No Fenders. 

Chairman Lowenstein stated Mon- 
day afternoon that while the newest 
cars operating in Atlanta are equip- 
ped with a fender witch may be con- 
sidered efficient, wher it works prop- 
erly, which is not alwiys the case, by 
any means, there are many cars in 
operation that have no fenders at all. 
They are the older cars, and the only 
device they have is a narrow guard 
close to the wheels, under which the 
small body of a child can be ground 

ly to death. 
_ ~ssgenae just the case in the acci- 
dent Saturday afternoon at the corner 
of Grant and Orleans streets. Little 
Theo Hoffman was not run over by 
the wheels of the car at all. He was 
squarely in the middie of the track 
when the car struck him. His body 
was thrown to the belgian blocks and 
the truck of the street car ground his 
body against the stone paving until 
the life was crushed out. 

Fender Would Have Saved Life. 

" of the right kind on the 
sale Oe etn car would have tossed 
the child aside and saved its life,” said 
Mr. Lowenstein. “The law says the 
fenders shall be of the best and most 
improved design. There are the auto- 
matic drop fenders, such as are. sup- 
posed to be in good working order on 
the new pay-as-you-enter cars, which 
drop to the track 45 soon as 4 body is 
knocked against the front of the car. 
And then, a good fender which reaches 
as close a8 6 inches to the rails, such 
as is in use in Washington and other 
large cities, would have been adequate 
to prevent the child being caught un- 
der the car. Something better than 


‘the present equipment Is badly needed 


in Atlanta, and our committee is going 


to fight for it.” : 

A system in vogue in Philadelphia 
was described Monday afternoon, which 
works to excellent advantage and saves 
many human lives. A lever is provided 
under the motorman’s foot, by means of 
which he can cause the fender placed in 
the frontof the cartodropright down 
to the tracks. When he sees that an 
accident is imminent he presses the 
lever and the fender drags forward 
whatever falis ‘n fror® of the car, 
making it impossible for the body to 
go underneath the car and be ground 
to death under the wheels or trucsk. 


Obeying Law, Says Glenna, 


W. H. Glenn, of the Georgia Railway 
and Power company, when asked about 
the fenders on the st>.et cars, said: 

“We have good fenders on all the 
cars. Exactly what is a good fender is 
a mooted question. There are al! sorts 
of fenders on the market, and each 
manufacturer contends that his is the 
best. On the Whitehall and Peachtree 
lines we have a late improved fender, 
but even that has failed to work at a 
critical moment, as it is supposed to 
drop when struck by any object. We 
are complying with the city laws in 
regard to fenders as far as we can. It 
it mot true that some of the cars have 
no fenders. Those that may appear to 
be without fenders have them under 
the car and in front of the wheels.”

REWARD. FOR MISSING MAN 


Not Only Did Ehrlich Get Employer’s 
Money But Also Savings of the 
Store Employees.

Birmingham, Ala., December 
Herman Ehrlich, confidential assistant 
to Louis Pizitz, owner o¢ one of the 
largest department stores in Bfrming- 
ham, has disappeared, leaving a short- 
age estimated tonight at $45,600. Mr. 
Pizitz has offereq $500 reward for his 
arrest. 

Ebrlich has been with Mr. Pizits for 
twenty-one years, and was trusted ab- 
solutely. Employees in the store also 
trusted him to such an extent that they 
placed their savings with him, for 
which Ehrlich issued notes. These to- 
tal about $30,000. Mr. Pizitz himeelf 
had indorsed $14,000 worth of these 
notes for Bhrilich. Mrs. Pigzitz had en- 
trusted to him the depositing of her 
personal savings and she lost $1,60. 

Ehrlich was last seen Saturday night, 
and is believed to have left for New 
York on the Birmingham special over 
ths Southern railway Sunday morning. 
Warnings have been sent in every di- 
rection. 

“Bhriich came to America with me 
from Germany,” said Mr. Pizitz to- 
night, “and I trusted him as one of 
my own family. I have not been to 
the bank in five years. I left the de- 
posits and other banking business en- 
tirely with him. He opened and closed 
the store every day, and was in every 
respect my confidential man. 

“My loss, of course, amounts fo 
nothing, but some of the employees in 
the store had entrusted him with the 
savings of a lifetime, and it is upon 
them that the blow falls so heavily.”

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“Alton Hummer” Held Up by Two 
Men Early This Morning Near 
Springfield. 


Bloomington, Ill., December 23.—Re- 
ports réceived at the general offices of 


the Chicago and Alton nere state that 
two men stopped the Alton Hummer 
a short distance west of Iles this 
morning, cut off the engine and bag- 
gage car and compcllcd the engineer 
to run down the track several miles. 
The Springfiel@q sheriff ard Alton de- 
tectives have been sent to the scene. 
“ The flagman who gave the alarm 
stateg that the train stopped suddenly 
after two shots were fired at a point 
a mile and a half west of Iles, on the 
division known as the air-line between 
Springfield and Roodhouse. 

After the train stopped the bandits 
cut off the baggage car and forced the 
engineer, Frank McLaughlin, to run 
‘the car two miles. . 

The porter also ran back, and with 
| the flagman, notified the officials at the 
telegraph station at Iles. The porter 
said the passengers were not disturbed. 
the bandits apparently seeking only 
the booty in the baggage car. A switth 
engine was sent to the scene from 
Springfield with the sheriff and force 
of deputies. | 

The “Hummer,” carrying extra .ex- 
press and baggage cars, because of the 
extra Christmas traffic, was.one of the 
heaviest loaded passenger trains whieh 
left Chicago for the west tonight. ‘ 

In addition tothe smoking car, day 
coach, chair car, parlor car, diner and 
buffet library car, the train carried a 
number of sleeping cars, all of which 
were filled. The train was reported to 
have carried a large consignment of 
valuable holiday express, including 
considerable jewelry and in addition a 
shipment of money to Kansas City.

The train porter, his ammunition ex- 
hausted; ran back through the train 
and@ spread the alarm. W. E. Gordon,’ 
an operative of a private detective bu- 
reau, who’ was aboard,’ went forward, 
and in an exchange of shots fatally 
wounded the negro.’ He died while the 
train was returning to Chandler.

Only three 
white people have had the disease, 
with one death. Dr. Park arrives to- 
night, and will take charge of the 
quarantine, while physicians who 
have come here will look after pa- 
tients. The trouble is altogether in 
the country from two and a half to 
eight miles‘away. Midville is quar- 
antined against affected scene; and

tine has been established there. 

The exodus of people from Midville 
and community has been stopped by the 
armed guards, but the panic so swept 
the town that few people are left.

Conyers, Ga., December 23.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—As she stood in the old planta- 
tion home, with tears in her eyes, 
while the funeral services were being 
held over the body of her master of 
slavery days, “Aunt Maria” Harper, an 
old-time darky mammy,,.74 years old, 
dropped dead in the. midst of mourners. 
The occasion was the funeral of J. O: 
Bohannon, a wealthy planter living 
several miles from Conyers, which was 
held at his home this morning at 10 
o’clock. , 

“Aunt Maria” held her dead master’s

The present situation has a quasi-parallel in Atlanta’s annals. 
More than thirty years ago when Captain James W. English was 
mayor, gambling dens operating openly infested the center of the 
then-young city. There is no question that these establishments 
were sources of widespread demoralization and incipient crime. 
Mayor English declared his intention of closing them. He was told, 
right and left, that his plan was futile and would fail. He retorted 
that it was not futile and that he was going to put it into effect. 
He did so. The dens were closed, and they stayed closed, but 
only after one of the bitterest and most courageous fights on rec- 
ord. As the result of his sturdy determination and beating down 
of opposition, Atlanta was one of the first cities of importance in 
the country to be purged of the menace of officially-recognized 


gambling houses. 

Chief Beavers’ closing order against the “houses in our midst” 
carries analagous features and has committed Atlanta, before the 
whole country, to an experiment of the widest importance. Most 
of the cities of the country are wrestling with the problem of vice. 
Few, if any, of them of Atlanta’s size have put dynamite under the 
foundations of the social evil as has Atlanta. We have challenged the 
attention of America. Not only would it be unfair to the community 
and to Chief Beavers, but it would be a positive calamity, from the 
nationak standpoint, if we receded from the position taken until its 
feasibility has been unequivocally proved or disproved. One, two 
or three months’ probation would be insufficient to that purpose. 
To retreat now would leave the efficacy of this particular method 
of handling a tragic problem indefinitely open to dispute. 

Give Beavers a fair, free and full chance, unhampered by in- 
triguing criticism or the meddlings of partisan politics. He is at- 
tempting a positive solution of a problem that reaches down to the 
fundamentals of society. The evil he seeks to remove is too grave 
a one to be embarrassed or complicated by personal plottings and 
politics. Certainly he has demonstrated his ability to close the 
houses and keep them closed. And it should be remembered that 
in so doing he has done nothing more than to observe his official 
oath to uphold a law in the making of which he had no part. It 
will be time enough to discuss a rescinding or modification of his 
order when its desirable or undesirable effects shall have con- 
clusively been shown. Until then any action founded on half- 
judgments or prejudices is unjust and ill-advised. 


THE SAME LAW FOR ‘“RESPECTABLES.”’ 


Several days ago The Constitution commended Judge C. H. 
Brand for taking the position that the law applied to the rich as 
well as to the poor when he withheld the alternative of a fine from 
two convicted bank-wreckers, and gave them instead a chaingang 
sentence.

WHEN THE WORLD TAKES STOCK, 


: Knoxville, Tenn., is, next, fall, to offer the Staging for a world- 
wide conservation conference if congress and the president approve 
a bill reported favorably by the house committee on industrial arts 
and expositions. The measure authorizes the president to invite all 
the nations to send delegates to discuss the conserving of resources 
generally and their distribution through the channels of commerce. 
Phe bill carries an appropriation of $250,000 for a government ex- 
hibit and building at Knoxville, the idea being to hold the confer- 
ence in the Tennessee city while the mind of the country is con- 
centrated on the subject. : 

The plan is an excellent one and sufficiently stupendous in 
scope to stir the most apathetic imagination. Conservation. per se 
las become a slogan broad as civilization. whether applied to health 
and the efficiency of the race or those assets which are rated as 
among the more materral assets of humanity. 

Everywhere the conviction is crystallizing that men have been 
too lavish with the crude resources of nature. In two or three of the 
old world countries the penalties of deforestation, for example, have 
been: so drastic as literally to coerce attention to the need of conser- 
vation. In other respects, such as exhaustion of soil and prodigal 
and unscientific mining, waste has been almost as pronounced. We 
are beginning to see that while the population of the world is steadily 
increasing from year to year, there is only so much coal and iron 
and granite and timber and other supplies on earth, and that if 
posterity is to be given a square deal it is none too early to begin 
the work of conservation. i 

The discussion of these issues at-a polyglot conference would 
not only give an impetus to their proper solution, but it would also 
bring the nations into closer industrial and economic accord. - Each 
country would learn just what the other is now contributing and 
what it may be expected to contribute to future progress. is not 
inconceivable that as an outgrowth of such deliberations new trade 
relations and commercial understandings might be-aifected/to the 
end of revolutionizing existing conditions, and at that in asalutary

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FANATIC URLS 
DYNAMITE BOMB 


At the Viceroy and the Vicereine 
of India 


Delhi, India, December 23.—The vice- 
roy of India and his wife, Baron and 
Baroness Hardinge, miraculously es- 
Caped assassination today by a native 
fanatic while making their ceremonial 
entry into Delhi, the new imperial cap- 
ital of India. 

Three splinters of the powerful bomb, 
Which killed one native attendant and 
injured another, penetrated the back 
and shoulders of the viceroy, and he 
was also wounded in the neck by the 
screws with which the bomb was 
filled and which passed through his 
helmet. 

The doctors who removed the metal 
Splinter from the wounds declare it 
marvelous that the viceroy escaped fa- 
tal injuries. 

The howdah in which he and Lady 
Hardinge had been seated was blown 
into matchwood. 

The viceroy soon will be able to 
leave the hospital for the vice regal 
lodge. 

The bomb thrower has not yet been 
caught. A reward of 10,000 rupees 
(approximately $3,300) has been offered 
for his arrest. 

The viceroy was making his eAtry 
in state into Delhi as the last of the 
ceremonies in connection with the 
transfer of the capital from Calcutta 
to Delhi. The transfer was made in 
October last, but Lord Hardinge was 
not to take formal possession of his 
new quarters until today. 

A large gathering of troops, offi- 
Cilals and punjab chiefs was present to 
welcome the viceregal party. Its splen- 
did elephant procession had just left 
the railway station, passing through 
Chandai Chowk, when the bomb was 
thrown. It was hurled by a man stand- 
ing on a housetop and it struck the 
howdah or basket of the elephant in 
which Lord and Lady Hardinge were 
riding. The attendant, holding a large 
parasol over the vice regal pair, was 
instantly Killed as the bomb exploded. 
Lord Huardinge was wounded. He was 
hurriedly removed to a hospital. 
Hardinge was unhurt, but was much 
shaken by the experience. The bomb 
was a very powerful one. 

The ceremonies were interrupted for 
only a short period. Sir Guy Fleet- 
wood Wilson, financial member of the 
council of the governor general of In- 
dia, took the vicervoy’s place in the 
procession, which then proceeded on ‘ts 
way through the new imperial city to 
the durban camp, where a great num- 
ber of rajahs and other Indian chiet- 
tains were gathered. Sir Guy then 
took up his position in front of the 
vice regal dais and read aloud a dis- 
patch from Baron Hardinge, saying 
that he was only slightly injured. The 
reading of the message was received 
with prolonged cheering.

Turks Declare the Demands Are |m- 
possible, But It’s Believed Peace 
Will Be Concluded. 


London, December 23.—After ,several 
Gays of preliminary skirmishing, in ac- 
cordance with the cherished traditions 
of Oriental diplomacy, the Turkish dele- 
fates today faced the real attack of 
the allies @ the fifth meeting of the 
peace conference, which has as an ob- 
ject the settling of the war between 
the Balkan allies and Turkey. .

Demands of Balkan States. 

The demands as set forth were:

The Turks said that, speaking unoffi- 
cially, they considered the allies’ terms 
to have been assigned for the purpose 
rof breaking off the conference.

The Turks fear farther reverses and 
irreparable losses and the allies, who 
already have obtained successes which 
in their rosiest dreams they never had 
expected, fear to endanger their posi- 
tlons they have gained.

COTTON RALLIED 
IN AFTERNOON 


During Morning Session Real-| 


izing Caused Market to 
Become Easier. 


New York, December 23.—The cot- 
ton market was generally quiet today 
and fluctuations were irregular, with 
the close steady at a net advance of 
1 to 8 points. Both American «nd 
foreign markets will be closed on 
Christmas day and the Thursday fol- 
lowing and evening-up for over the 
holidays was supposed to constitute a 
large part of the day’s business. 

The market opened steady at an ad- 
vance of 4 to 12 points, in sympathy 
with higher Liverpool cables than ex- 
pected and reports ot a continued 
good continental demand in the Eng- 
lish market. Realizing or scattering 
liquidation was quite active around 
the opening figures and the market 
s00n turned easier, with prices sell- 
ing about 3 to 4 points net lower late 
in the forenoon.

CASTRO IS BOUND © 
TO UNITED STATES 


Government May Bar Deposed 
Dictator of Venezuela When 
He Reaches New York. 


Washington, December 23.—Th. com- 
ing to America under the name of Buis, 
of Cipriano Castro, one time president 
and practically dictator of Venezuea, 
was today communicated to the state 
department from the American embas- 
sy in Paris. The Venezuelan exile is 
aboard La Touraine, which is due in 
New York next Saturday, and the state 
department is confronted with the dis- 
agreeable question of what to do with 
him. 

Castro has been kept under survelil- 
lance as much as possible for the last 
three years, though now and then he 
has disappeared from the sight and 
knowledge of the state department.

There- 
fore the decision of the question as to 
his admission probably wil] be left to 
the department of commerce and labor, 
which is charged with the conduct of 
immigration. 

Officials of that department today 
said Castro would be subjected to a 
rigid examination immediately upon 
landing to determine his admissability 
to the country, but no official was pre- 
pared today to say whether the gov-
